The 
daily returns amount in all to more than 70,- 
000 francs ($14,000), but there are 40,000 men 
and women to share the sum between them, 
so tbat each gets an average of 1 franc 75 
centimes, or less than 86 cents. Two hundred 
pounds of waste paper cannot be sold for 
more than a couple of francs, woolen rags 
are only worth 5 cents a pound, cotton 3 
cents, and bones at best fetch 1 franc 86 cen- 
times, or 37 cents, per hundred .weight.

Ragpickers, moreover, have always been 
noted for their industry and honesty. 


The "new law" I have alluded to was a de- 


cree enacted by M. Poubelle, prefect o( the 
Seine, requiring every concierge to provide 
a box for the rubbish of tho tenants, and to 
have it ready for the dust carts on their 
morning rounds. It came into force Jan 15, 
1884. 
The evident effect, if not the object, 


of this regulation was to check the chuTtou- 
nier's occupation, and to give the dust con- 
tractor a monopoly of tbe refuse. On sani- 
tary grounds the prefect may have been 
right, but policy required moderation even 
hi a question where tbo health of so large a 
city as Paris is concerned. Tho fact of tud- 
denly reducing so large a crov.'. of lio-.wst 
servants to downright beggary \ms a mis- 
take.

. Public opinion, which in Franco, aa in 
other countries of a similar high degree of 
civilization, is the supreme ruler, spoke up in 
favor of the ragpicker and against that 
minor sovereign, known as the prefect of 
tho Seine. Many deputies also humanely 
joined in the protest, so that the. now immor- 
tal M. Poubelle was constrained to offer par- 
tial excuses for his action in the matter, and 
promised, that tl»e utmost tolerance should be 
exercised by the authorities in behalf of this 
particular ard—as be admitted—"most hon- 
orable" industry. The ragpickers were in 
future to be allowed to turn out the new dust 
boxes, so as to be able to rake over the con- 
tents. 


I will conclude this article about rag- 


pickers by relating the story of a poor 
woman, Mme. Vaimrd, who arrived at com- 
petency by collecting orange peel, and 
thereby not only helped herself, but gave 
occupation to others. 
She became a rich 


person, a great patroness of art and a regu- 
lar, habitue of the opera. Her husband was 
in business as a distiller of spirits and es- 
sences, such as are used by perfumers and 
dealers in liqueurs. She gave him as much 
assistance as she could. He, however, died, 
whereupon she tried for some time'to carry 
on tbe distillery alone, but without success. 


Talking over matters one day with the 


keeper of a restaurant where she used to take 
her dinner, she was much struck with a re- 
mark that .he made, to the effect' that there 
was a fortune to bo realized by some clover 
person in the orange and lemon peel which 
was daily thrown away by the garcons of 
tho cafes.

The next thing she did was to sell her stock 
in trade and become:a sort of amateur chit- 
fonniere, with this difference—that the obj 
ject of her quest was orange and lemon pe«l 
only.

cloae with the Secretary at 9 o'clock P. M., en Wed- 
nesday, August 20, ISttO 


* 11 entries to b«made In writing, to give sex, 
colors and marts of horses. Alto name and resi- 
dence of owner, and In ronning races colora to be 
worn by rider, and any other particulars that wlir 
enable the audience to distinguish the horse in the 
race. 


Writ* "ifntries to races" on oitside of envelope 
and seal. • 


Entrance fee, 10 per cent of purse—to accompany 
entries. 


In all races five or more to enter and three or 
more to start. 


National Association Rules to govern trotting, 
but the Board reserves the right to trot heats or 
any two classes alternately, if necessary to finish 
any day's racing, or to trot a special race between 
the beats, or change the order of races advertised 
for any day. 


Unless otherwise ordered by the Board no horse 
is qualified to be entered in any District race thtf 
has not been owned or kept in the District six (C i 
months prior to the day of the race, and any entrj 
by any person of any disqualified horse shall bo 
held liable for the entrance fee contracted, witnont 
right to compete for a purse, and shall be held 
liable to penalties prescribed by the National 
Association and Bales of the State Agricultural 
Society, and expulalon from the Association. 


If, in the opinion of the Judges, any race can 
not be completed on the closing day of the Fair, it 
may be continued or declared off at the option of 
the Judges 


In all racea nottd above, five or more paid up 
entries required to fill and three or more horses 
to start, but the Board reserves the right to hold 
••tries ao.d. start a race with a less number and 
deduct a proportionate amount of the pane. 


W hen less than the required number of starters 
appear they may contest for the entrance money 
to be divided as follows 6a*j to the first, and 33^' 
to the second. 


Bales of the State Agricultural Society to govern 
running races except where condlUoni named are 
otherwise. 


Any person not intending to start bia horse must 
notify the Secretary in writing on or before 0

For a walkover In any race a horse shall only be 
entitled to hie own entrance fee and one-half of 
the entrance received from other entries for said 
parse, and a horse wianlng a rare entitled to first 
money only, except when distancing the field, then 
•ntitled to first and third moneys only. A horse 
wins but one money under any other circumstances 
The attention of all partiea interested la .partlc 
nlarly called to the rules of the National Trotting 
AisociatioB, under provisions of which, except 
as otherwise apeclaed, all matters appertaining to 
the trotting racea will be conducted
